FTER many years Experience 
of the vertues and worth of this 
Medicine, in helping and curing 
many Diſcaſes, to which the Body 

of man is ſubject, which of late I have alſo 

much improved and exalted in irs Vertues ; I 

have determined at length. for a publick Be- 

nefie (and to excuſe my ſelf from writing 
many Letters) co publiſh the following Ac- 
count of it. 


T. Ir is a Salt prepared of Mineral Sub- 
jets, by apt Mediums purify'd and reconci- 
led to the Archers, or Aura vital; of the Hu- 
mane Body, (which i is the adequate objett of 
. Medicine) and thereby becomes a Salurife- 

rous remedy enobled with Vertues ſufficient 

for the ny of many Diſeaſes. This De- 
_— ariſeth from its Subject, Object, and

IL Ir is neither an Acid nor an Alcaly,but a 
Salt of a middle Nature,being able to paſs the 
ſeveral Digeſtions unchanged, and in its paſ- 
ſage to reſolve and abſterge all Preternatural 
Coagulations, for which Reaſon I call it Sa! 
Solutivum. | 

{IT. Itjis endowed with thoſe Four general 
Properties, viz. Cathartick, Dinretick, Deob- 
/truent, and allaying of all Preternatural beat 
and Acrimony : Beſides which, as I have 
now exalred and improved'it with the no- 
ble Sulphur of Venas, it is a general eaſer of 
Pain, and Extinguiſher of Venereal Venoms, 
that are not grown to a confirmd Pox, as is 
manifeſt by what it effefts now in allevia- 


ring the Pains of the Gout, Rhumatiſm, Tooth- 
ach, Collick, Griping of the Guts, Virulent Gbon- 
norhza's, &c. beyond what it could bave 
done heretofore. 


Having thus briefly premiſed its Nature 
and Qualifications in general, for the ſarisfa- 
tion of ſuch Phyſicians as may deſire to 
make uſe of it ; I ſhall now Addreſs my ſelf 
more particularly to ſhew its Virtues and 
manner of uſing. 


r. Sal Solutivum purgeth the groſs Excre- " 
ments, and moſt viſcous Humours of the firſt 
paſſages without Nauſeating the Stomach, or 
che leaſt griping Pains. 2. It is ſingular in 
opening ObſtruCtions of the Veſſels and Vi- 
"ra. 3. Ic purifies and invigorates the 
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whole Maſs of Blood, and reſtores it to its 
natural State ; for being an amicable Salt, ir 
hath admitrance into the Blood, and reach- 
eth, as Helmont ſaith of fixed Alcalyes made 
| Volatile, uſque ad limen quartz Digeſtion. 
; | Butthisis deny'd to all ordinary purging: Me- 
dicines, which if through any inadvertgncy 
| of the Archers, they chance to flip.mto the 
| lateal Veins, and ſo into the Blood ; they 
cauſe griping Convulſive pains, Stiches, Flux 

of Blood, Faintings, &c. till Nature hath a- 

gain diſcharged her ſelf of them ; and fo in- 

ſtead of purging the Blood, too often both 

corrupt and exhauft it. And theſe two Pro- 

perties are well worth the obſerving, being 

Not to be met with even in the mildeſt of the 

common Catharticks. For this cauſe it is of 
- great uſe in Fevwers, neither diſturbing the 
Juices, nor accending the Blood. I have 
ſeen many Fevers proceeding from Surfeits, 
both in eating and drinking quickly cured by 
it, and even FleCtick Fevers themſelves in a 
longer time, but ſuch as I judged to proceed 
from a Scorbutick or venereal Cauſe : As for 
thoſe which are wont ro accompany a Pthifis, 
[ have had no Experience of it in chem, yer 
I doubt not bur even in thoſe it would allay 
the Preternatural heat.” 

Bur that this Medicine may be given to the 
beſt advanrage, it isneceſlary in the Admi- 
niſtring it, to have regard to two ſpecial In- 
centions, which Phyſicians are wont ro ob 
ſerve in the curing Diſeaſes, iz. 1. The 
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purging the firſt paſſages, the Stomach and 
Inteſtines of groſs Excrements and Filths. » 
2. To open and dillolve all Stagnant and ob- 
ſtruſting matter in the Viſcera, as the Pax- 
creas, Meſentery, Liver, Spleen, Reins and 
Womb, and to correct and purifie the Biood, 
when it declines from its natural Cra/is. The 
ordinary Doſe of this Salt to purge accor- 
ding to the fr # Intention (which only is pur- 
g9Ing according to common Acceptation) is 
from half an Ounce to ſix Drams, diflolved 
in a Pint, or a Pint and a half of warm 
Poſſet-drink, new Whey, or pure Water, and 
drank in the Morning faſting. Thoſe that 
cannot take ſuch a quantity of Liquor, may 
diſſolve their Doſe in half a Pint (which will 
preſently diſſolve ir if it be warmed) and 
drink another half Pint preſently after it, and 
a third half an hour after that, and faſt cill 
Dinner-time, except the Patient have amind 
to take a Porrenger of Water Gruel, or thin 
Broth ; neither will a draught of Ale, or a 
Diſh of Tea at all hinder, but promote the 
working of it. Thole who like neither Poſlet- 
drink, Whey or Water, or want the Conve- 
niency of gerting them, may take it in Ale, 
and it will do well enough ; although in ſome 
few Perions I have known it cauſe a Drow- 
ſineſs when taken in ſpirituous Liquors ; the 
Reaſon of which is its partaking of the Ano- 
dyne Narcotick Sulphurs of Mars and Venws, * 
which readily affociate themſelves with the 
vegetable Sulphurous Spirit, by which they 
7 air, —_ 
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are quickly carried to the Brain : yet the uſe 
which may be made of this in ſome Caſes, is 
not inconſiderable as is well known to Phy- 
ſicians. 

This Medicine doth not only gently dif- 
ſolve and expurge the Excrements of the Sto- 
mach and Guts, but it alſo corrects the vio- 
lence of all Preternatural Purges, if you put 
but two Drams of it in their infuſion,or drink 
the ſame quantity in a draught of warm 
Poalfet-drink after Pills which gripe and ope- 
rate Churliſhly ; It hath alſo a power of 
ſtopping the working of Vomits, ſome of 
which greatly incommode the Stomach, by 
Vellicating its Membranes, and impreſling 
them with a Nauceating Character ; to pre- 
vent which let two or three Drams of the 
Sal Solutivum, be diſſolved in half a Pint of 
cold water, and drank about half an hour 
before the Vomit is taken. Or in caſe a Vo- 
mit be taken which worketh too violently, or 
too long, that is when the Stomach is wholly 
emptied, and yet the Patient continueth to 
reach, let a Dram and a half, or two Drams 
of the Salr be diſſolved in a large Glaſs of 
warm Poſſee-drink, or rather- warm Water, 
(becauſe Polſer-drink may at that time be 
diſguſtful) and be drank off Do the ſame 
when a Vomit hath done working, and JS 
che Patient finds a ſwimming or Giddineſs if 
the Head, or a Nauſeouſnefs, or diſpoſition to 
Vomit, for-the Salt will free the Tunicles of 
the Stomach, and contratt and corroborate 
A 4 them, 
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them, precipitating the offending Particles 
per inferior ; but I add not this to encourage 
any Body to meddle with ſuch Phyſick with- 
out due Advice, but to ſhew the ſafety and 
efficacy of the Medicine. N. B. This Salt ne- 
ver leaves the Belly bound as the common 
Purges do, but always ſoluble, and is the beſt 
Remedy that I know againſt a Coſtive Tem- 
per of Body. 

The ſecond Intention is to alter, and Open 
Obſtructions in the Liver, Spleen, Pancre- 
as, Meſentery, Reins, Bladder, and Womb ; 
from which proceed many tedious and ſtub- 
born Diſeaſes, as the Scurvy, Dropſie, Faundies, 
Hypocondriack Melancholy, Vapours, Greens 
ſickneſs, Rhumatiſm, inveterate Head-ach, Reſt- 
leſmeſs, Sleepineſs, Vertigo, Phreazy, Cramps, 
Convulſions, Internal Inflammations, and Apo- 
ſthumes, Piles, Exulcerations of the Kidney: 
and Bladder, Gravel, ſtoppage of Urine, &Cc. 
together with many others ariſing from Ob- 
ſtrutions, and Acrimony of the Blood, and 
vital Juices. 

In all which the chief end of this Medi- 
cine being to reſolve and attenuate the thick 
and ſtagnant Juices, or Excrements of the 
ſeveral Digeſtions which lye in the ſmalleſt 
paſſages, to Contemper any exceſs of quality 
in the Bile, Lympha, and Blood, by mingling 
it ſelf with the Chyle and Blood, and inſt- 
nuating it ſelf into the more inward receſles 
of the Body, this method is to be obſerved. 


Firſt, 


Firſt purge the Body with half an Ounce, 
five or fix Drams of the Salt (according to 
the Patients age and ſtrength) diſſolved ei- 
ther in Poſſet-drink, Whey, or Water, as you 
pleaſe, to carry off the groſs Excrements of 
the firſt paſſages, and to make way for the 
better Penetration and diſtribution of the 
Remedy {into all the parts of the Body. If 
the firſt Doſe purge not to your mind, take 
another the next day, that the aforeſaid end 
may be anſwered. Then diſſolve. the ſame 
quantity of the Salt you gave to purge in a 
Quart or three Pints of pure water, and ler 
the Patient take a third parc of it the ſame 
Night, after the purge three hours after Sup- 
per, another third part the next Morning 
early before he riſeth, that he may ſleepu 
on it, and the remaining third part in the 
Day-time between Meals, and this to be con- 
tinued for a Week, Fortnight or three Weeks, 
&c. as occaſion ſhall require. But becauſe 
ſome Patients cannot drink any conſiderable 
quantity of water, wichout nauſeating or 0- 
ther inconveniency to their Bodies, the Phy- 
ſician may accommodate the quantity of wa- 
cer to his own liking, provided he order 
but enough to diſſolve it well, that it may 
nor taſte too ſtrong, | 
This Salr anſwers all the ends of the Mi- 
neral-Waters, both purging and Chalybear 
beſides, and beyond which it hath ſome Ad- 
vantages, one of which is the certainty of its 
Nature and Operations, the which cannot 
be 


be affirmed of any of the Mineral Springs ; 
keing thar there may be a growth, or acci- 
dental Concourſe of various matter in the 
pallages of the Earth, which may variouſly 
umpregnate che waters paſling through them, 
and make ſome Alteration in their Properties. 
Beſides the Patient is obliged to drink a large 
quantity of the Mineral Waters, or they will 
not work, which if they do not, they cauſe 
Gripings, Stiches, Sleepineſs, Feveriſh Diſpo- 
ficions, and other inconveniences, ariſing from 
the Crudity of the Minerals, as well as from 
the quantity of the Water ; eſpecially the 
Chalybeat, which alſo require purging be- 
fore, and after a Courſe of drinking them, 
ro prevent ſome hurts, which otherwiſe might 
ariſe by their uſe ; which every one is excuſed 
trom in the uſe of this Salt, for where a large 
quantity of water is not convenient for the 
Patient, a Quart, a Pint and a half, yea even 
a Pint may ſerve, this being alſo its own 
purge : Beſides it being free from Mineral 
Crudity, and wholly pure and friendly to 
Nature, carynever do hurt, but always good, 
by being long retain'd in the Body. Nor is 
it to be reckoned amongſt the ſmalleſt Ad- 
vantages to thoſe who are confind to a place 
by Buſineſs, or by the Narrowneſs of their 
Forcune, that they may take this artificial 
Mineral-Water, at all times of the year, and 
in all places; without loſs of time, hinderance 
of buſineſs; or the charge of Coach-hire to 
and from the Wells, or more chargeable 
maintaining themſelves thee. In 


If you would uſe it inſtead of the purging 
Waters, as Epſome, Dulwich, Nortball, &c. 
diſſolve ſix Drams, or three quarters of an 
Ounce of the Salr, in the ſame quantiry of 
pure Spring-water,as would be fit for the Pa- 
tient of any of the purging Waters, wiz. from 
three Pints to three Quarts, ordering him tro 
drink it by degrees in the Morning, in the 
ſpace of an hour and a half, or two hours, 
and to walk, or uſe ſome Exerciſe in the open 
Air (provided it be in the Summer time) and 
to order himſelf as if he were drinking the }. 
Mineral purging Waters. 

But if you would have it anſwer the end 
of the Chaly beat waters; as the German- 
Spaw, Tunbridge, Iſlington, Cc. viz. to purge 
but little by Stool, bur to alter and open Ob- 
iructions, then uſe it as in the ſecond gene- 
. ral Direction already given. 

Now alchough this Salt be of great uſe and 
ſervice in very many diſeaſes, yet I have by 
long Experience obſerved, that in fome it is 
ſpecifically potent ; as in the Scurvy, Fawn- 
dies, Dropſie, Hyſterical Suffocations, Melan- 
choly Vapours, Green-/ickne/s, ſtoppage of the 
Menſes, Piles, Ghannorrhea, Collick, Diarrhea, 
Bloody Flux, Griping of the Guts, Worms of 
all forts, old Head-achs, Inflammations and 
Rkumes of the Eyes, Itch, and Cholerick Erup- 
tions of the Skin, ſtoppage and heat of Urine. 
In atl which Caſes I may truly fay, it hath 
ſignalizd it ſelf, and often exceeded my Ex- 
peRtations. And although from the Directi- 
Ons 
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ons already given, any one may eaſily col- 
let the way of giving it in thoſe Diſeaſes, 
yet for the publick Good I ſhall be ſomewhat 
more particular. 
In the Scurvy, I firſt purge the Patient with 

a Doſe or two of Sal Solutivum, as at the be- 
ginning of the ſecond general DireCtion; then 
I diffolve an Ounce of it in a Quart of pure 
water, by ſhaking them together in a Bottle 
rill all che Salc is diſſolved, and then order 
the Patient to drink half a Pint of the ſame 
at night going to Bed, and another half Pint 
early inthe Morning, ſo that half an Ounce of 
the Salt is taken in a day, and this I continue 
daily for a Month or ſix Weeks, according to 
the age and ſtrength of the Diſeaſe, ordering 
the Patient beſides to drink a pure and well 
rectify'd Volatile Spirit of Salt, in all his drink 
as well at meats as at- other times, ten or 
twelve Drops at a time or more, ſo that he 

may drink che quantity of forty or fifty 

Drops in a day, (which Spirit of Salt may be 
had at my Houſe ſealed up in Glaſſes with 

printed Direftions for its uſe. Price of each 

Glaſs a Shilling) for ſuch as have the Scurvy 

manifeſted in their Mouths, by Soreneſs of 
the Gums, and their readineſs to bleed upon. 
every. light occaſion; I order an Ounce 

of the Salt to be diſſolved in a Pint of 
warm water, and the Mouth to be well 
waſhed with ſome of that water warm two 
or three times a day. 


In 
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In the Faundics, I give it in Summer in 
Water or Whey, in Winter in warm Poſlet- 
drink, every other day five or ſix Drams, or 
ewo days together (according as it works) 
then intermit a day and give it again, and 
on the intermitting days half the Doſe, con- 
tinuing the uſe of it, till the Yellowneſfs and 
Faintneſs ceaſe. 

In the Dropſce, I give it in the ſame man- 
ner as in he eats only in a leſs quantity 
of the Vehicle, I bave cured both the Aſcites 
and the Anaſarce with it, but whether it will 
do ought in a Tympany, I know not; having 
never given it that I remember in that Di- 
ſeaſe, for in that Lam wont to uſe my Arca- 
num Univerſale,Species Univerſals, and Tinitura 
Regals. Burt in an Aſcites, whether it pro- 
ceed from an Obſtruttion of the Liver, Kid- 
neys, or Ureters, or from a Rupture of the 
Vaſa Lymphatica, from their two great Reple- 
tion ; (from which laſt I perſwade my ſelf 
more Dropſies do ariſe than from any other 
cauſe) this Medicine anſwers all the Inten- 
tions of cure, becauſe it not only opens all 
Obſtructions, and pleaſantly reduceth the 
water, but alſo by its ſtrengthning and Bal- 
ſamick Virtue, Conglutinates the breaches of 
thoſe Veſſels, avd Remedies the too great 
laxity of the YVi/ſcera, having all the Vertues 
of a compleat vulnerary Medicine, as 1 ſhall 
have occaſion to ſhew by and by, when I 
come to ſpeak of its external uſe. 


gre. 
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In Hyſterical Suffccations, commonly called 
Fits of the Mother, and Melancholy Vapours, 
I give two or three Dratns diſſolved in a Pint 
and a half, or a Quart of pure water up- 
on the approach of the Fit, or if that cannot 
be, as ſoon as the Fir is off, and in the time 
of the Fir (when greater quantities cannot 
be got down) I order the Diſſolution of the 
Salt in water to be given by Spoonfulls. The 
next day I purge with the whole Doſe dif- 
ſolved in a Quart of water. And for as much 
as thoſe ſuffocating Fumes are cauſed by Ob- 
ftructions,and Fuliginous matter remaining in 
the ſmall Veſſels, where they ferment from 
time to time, cauſing a puffing up, and Senſe of 
fulneſs (eſpecially ſomerime after eating) it 
is neceſſary to rake the Salt daily for ſome- 
time, to open and carry off the Obſtruttions 
as in the ſecond general Direction ; by this 
means their frequent Returns may be pre- 
vented, by extirpating the Evil which fre- 
quently (in thoſe diſmal oppreſſions to the 
poor female Sex) 1s but only palliated. 

In the Green-/ickneſs in Maids, it is neceſ- 
fary to diſſolve an Ounce of the Salt in a 
Quart of pure water, and to take half a Pint 
of the water at night going ta Bed, and the 
ſame quantity early the next Morning, con- 
tinuing this Courſe daily for three, four, or 
five Weeks if need be, not omitting to purge 
the Patient firſt with a full Doſe or two at 
the beginning, as in the ſecond general Dt- 
reftion, as alſo two or three days before the 
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full of the Moon, that Nature may be the 
more effe&tually helped in this way of ope- 
rating. Where the Men/es are only ſtopt, ir 
is to be taken as in the ſecond general Dire- 
fon for ObſtruCtions ; beſides which the Sa- 
tient is to be purged once or twice with the 
full Doſe,twoor three days before her monrh- 
ly time of Expectancy. This Medicine is 
alſo of ſingular uſe for thoſe Women whoſe 
Months are about to leave them, in prevent- 
ing many diſorders which are occaſioned 
thereby ; in which caſe it is to be taken once 
or twice to the quantity of half an Ounce, 
or five or ſix Drams for three or four Months 
ſucceſſively, about the time when they oughc 
to. flow. I have known ſome Women of Fif- 
ty years of Age, who have by the uſe of this 
Medicine ſeemed again in that reſpet to 
grow young. I have allo eaſily and effectu- 
ally with this Salt delivered fome Women of 
falſe Great Bellies. 

About two Months fince, I gave three 
quarters of an Ounce of Sal Solutzyum to a 

/ Maid about ewenty one years of Age, who 

had a very ill habit of Body, and a pale 

ſickly Complexion, having never had the 

Courſe of Nature in due order or quanticy, 

and for ſome Months paſt totally ſupprelſied. 

She was now ſeized with a grievous -pain in 

her Right ſide, emulating an illegitimate Ply- 

rifie, which (as ſhe told me) had frequencly 
aſſaulted her for ſome Months paſt, for the 
removing which Pain I gave her che Sale, 
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which gave her ſeven or eight Stools before 
Noon without any Sickneſs or Griping, by 
which time her Pain was quite'gone out of her 
ſide: Sheeat ſomeDinner,and about two hours 
aftgrwards diſcharged her Stomach by Vo- 
mit of a great quantity of filthy green Mat- 
ter, after which ſhe had two or three Stools 
more, with which her Menſes came down 
plentifully, which with her often going to 
the Vaulc occaſioned her catching of Cold, 
and a fore Throat. I ordered ſhe ſhould 
have ſomewhat warm and comfortable, and 
£0 to Bed, and keep very warm the next 
day which ſhe did ; the Night following 
(ſhe ſtill complaining of her Throat, and a 
Soreneſs all over her Bones, (as ſhe phras'd it) 
I ordered her ten Grains of my Pilula Balſa- 
mica which ſweat her very plentifully ; du- 
ring her ſweating her natural Purgations were 
bur little, but as ſoon as that was over they 
returned again, continuing for a due time, 
ſince which ſhe hath remained well. 

It is a ſingular Remedy for the Worms of 
all ſorts, killing them and reſolving them in- 
to Slime, and purging their putrid [Matter 
out of the Body. To Children from 
three years of Age to ſeven, I give from a 
Dram and a half to three Drams, from ſeven 
to fourteen, half an *'Ounce, from fourteen 
to twenty, or more, from half ;an Ounce, to 
three quarters of an Ounce, or fix Drams 
diſſolved in fair Water, Whey or Pofler-drink, 
and continued every day for a Week rogether. 
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Where it is difficult to ger Children to take 
It, a little Sugar may be added to the Dillo- 
lution to make ir the pleaſanter. My Vola- 
tile Spirit of Sait allo eftetfteth the ſame in a 
longer time in thoſe Children which cannot 
be perſwaded to rake the Sait, which they 
may take in all their drink, and not diſcernir, 
The Salt and this Spirit uſed together are ſill 
more etfeCtual. 

In the Pies Tgive a quarter of an Ounce 
of the Salt dilſolved in half a Pinr of water in 
Summer rime, or warm Potler-drink in Win- 
ter, which juſt keeps the Belly. ſoluble, and 
by dulcify' ing the Acrimony of the protruded 
Blood rakes away - the Pain and Inflamma- 
tion ; beſides which, if the Piles be ourward, 
1 order them to be often embrocated with my 
Aqua Phagadenica,and fineRags to be laid upon 
them wet in the ſame water : but if chey be 
within the Anus, then I order the fame wa- 
ter to be warmed, and injeted by a Syringe 
twice or thrice a dav, and a Rag three or 
four times double well wetted in the ſane to 
be applied outwarily; and by this Courſe the 
Piles by degrees dwindle and ſhrink up like 
dryed Grapes. This Courſe hach never failed 
me, but hath been effettual even when rhe 
Piles have been invererare and filtulated. 'To 
thoſe who are ſubjeft ro the P:/cs, I adviſe 
the daily uſe of my Volatile Spirit of Salt 10 all 
their Drink, to the quantity of thirty or torty 
Drops a day, t is far better in this Diſcale 


than any Diet-drink: 
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In Virulent Ghonnorheas or Claps,l give firſt 
ſix Drams of the Salt diſſolved in fair water 
in Summer, or in aPint of warm Poſlet- 
drink in Winter, ordering the Pacient to drink . 
another Pint within an hour after, then I 
give hilf an Ounce fo diflolved every Mor- 
ning in a Pint of. the Vehicle continuing it till 
all the heat and ſharpneſs is gone, and the 
Gleet fit to be ſtopt, which ſometimes will be 
in a Week, ſometimes a Fortnight or three 
Weeks, according as ir is of ſhorcer or longer 
ſtanding, or the Diſeaſyfying-power milder 
or ſtronger ; for it pleaſantly and effectually 
educcrh the venereal Venome, purifyeth the 
Secd,and ſti engrhenerh the SpermatickVeſlels. 
Bur when the 1{Juing is fit to be ſtopt, I give 
my Balſamum ad Ghonnorheam every night at 
going to Bed, from twenty to forty Drops 
mixt with a little Sugar, and half an Ounce 
of the Salt every other Morning. But where 
a Ghonnorhaa hath not been taken in time, 
or hath becn unduly fopt, fo that it be tur- 
ned into an incipient Pox, and I find by giv- 
ing ſix or ſeven Doſes of the Salt that ic can- 
not reach it, then I have recourſe to purging 
and ſweating, alternately with my Manna 
Mercurii,and Aurum vite Bezoardicum, which 
uſually effects the Cure to ſatisfaction. Bur in a 
Ghonnorhea unduly ſtopt,(known for the moſt 
part at the firſt by a painful Tumour m the 
Groyn) when it hath not exce:ded a Month, 
three,four,or five Doſes of this Salt will fet ita 
running again,and afterwards Cure it, being 
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uſed as above with the Balſome, bur in longer 
time. I have known ſome who have fallen 
into the hands of Men either unskilful in this 
matter, or worſe, who have endeavoured to 
diſcuſs thoſe Tumours, which themſelves have 
made by their urſeaſonable ſtopping of a 
Ghonnorh:ia, and have ſomerimes effefted it 
ſo well, as when the Patient hath thought 
himſelf cured of a Clap, he hath ſoon after 
been att2cked by the Symptoms of the Pox, 
and fo the 1:ſ{t Error of the Phyſician was 
worſe than the firſt. 

In the (hollick or Griping of the Guts,where 
there is great pain, I diffolve ſix Drams or 
three quarters of an Ounce of the Salt in a 
Quart of hot ſpring water, and order the 
Patient to drink three or four Glaſles in the 
ſpace of half an hour, as hot as he can: But 
if there be Vomiting let ir be drank more lei- 
ſurely, viz. A quarter of a Pint once in a 
quarter of an hour till che Vomiting ceaſe, 
then take notice how much of rhe Medicine 
hath been vomitced up, and give fo much a- 
gain, that the Patient may have the full Doſe. 
If in the water you intend to ditſolve the Salr 
in, you firſt boyl the bruifed Seeds of Ani/e, 
ſweet Fennel. Carraway and Coriande: ,a Dram 
or two Drams of each, to a Quarr of wa- 
ter, it will be the beirer, becauſe thoſe 
Seeds have a peculiir Virtue of pacifying the 
Exorbitant fury of che /'\z/oras ; you may pur 
m the Salt in the boyling, which will extrat 
the Vertues of the Seeds, fooner and betrer 
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than water alone can do. But beware that 
you neither boy}, infuſe or warm any Liquor 
In which the Sait 1s, in Braſs or Copper Vetl- 
ſels, but in Siiver, Tin or Earth, left it ar- 
tract irom che Meral ſomewhat diſagreeable 
to the Stoinach, Ir uſually eaſeth the pain in 
rwo Or thice hours time, ſometimes fooner, 
but where the Stromech wiil not retain it, or 
it doch not overcome and expell the obſtruct- 
Ing matter, in a few hours time, I give a ſe 
cond Doſe, and if that fail (as I have ſome 
few times {cen in the dry Gripes and Wind 
Ch:llick) then have recourſe ro my Arcanum 
Untiverſaie, which (Blciicd be the Almighty) 
hach not that I remember ever failed me. 
Nore that after the Pains are allay'd, it 1s ne- 
celF:ry to purge the Body divers times, with 
the Salt diliolved in the atorementioned De- 
coction of Sees, ro carry off the remaining 
Excrements, which otherwiſe, retaining a 
diſeaſly Ferment, may ſoon cauſe a freſh dil 
order, But in a bilious Chollick, known by 
bicterneſsof the Mouth, Vomiting, Yellowneſs 
of the Skin, &c. you may leave out the Seeds 
and give it in water only, the Seeds being more 
preciſely adapted to the help of the ind 
Chullick, Gripes, Illiack Paſjion, &c. yet they 
are endowed with a general Vertue of paci- 
fying the Pylorus. 

In a Diarrh#a or common Looſeneſs, boyl 
ſome Bran in pure water, ſtrain the Decocti- 
on, and in a Pint of it diſſolve three Drams 


of the Salt, and drink it up at twice, at three 
or 
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or four hours diſtance : do this three or four 
times over if need be. But in a Dyſenter7 or 
Bloody-Flux, T give the Salt difſolved in a De- 
coction of red Roſe leaves : half an Ounce 
a day as long as it is required, after borh 
which, the Patient mult be purged with the 
whole Doſe diſſolved in a Quart of the ſane 
Decoftion, in which it was given before to 
ſweeten the Acrimony, In the Bloody-Flux, 
I have given ſix Drams of it Clyſter-wiſe in 
the foreſaid Decoction, beſides giving it at the 
Mouth by two Drams at a time twice a day, 
and that with great Succeſs. 

In Headachs, Inflammations and Rhumes in 
the Eyes, I give five or ſix Drams every other 
day fo long as there is nced, many of which 
it-hath taken away at three or four times ta- 


| king But as an Auxiliary Topick, in Inflam- 


mations and Rhumes of the Eyes, T order a few 
drops of my Aqua Opthalmica, tobe dropt in- 
to the Eyes two or three times a day, 

In the Itch, Botches, Boy! s, and other Cho- 
lerick Eruption! of the Skin, [ give half ati 
Ounce or hve Drams every day, dilſolved in 
a Quart or three Pints of - water or New 
Whey in the Morning, as the Mineral-Wa- 
ters for a Weck, Fortnizhr, Three weeks, or 
a Month together, as the greatneſs of the 
Diſeaſe requires : In thoſe Caſes it cannot be 


jenough commended. .Ir hath cured ſome 


thar have been adjudged Leprous. In thoſe 
Diſeaſes I order rogerher wich it my Volatile 


Spirit of Salt to be taken inwardly, as in the 
B 2 Scurvy, 
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Scaurvy, and my Aqua Phagadenica to be u- 
ſed outwardly, by waſhing with it twice a 


y. 

In Heat or Gravel in the Kidneys, or ſtop- 
page or heat of Urine, firſt I purge the Body 
- with one whole Doſe, then ditiolve an Ounce 
in a Quart of water in Summer, or warm 
Poſlet-drink in Winter, and let the Patient 
drink half a Pint at night going toBed,andal- 
ſo early in the Morning ; beſides which Iorder 
thirty or forty drops a day of my Volatile Spi- 
rit of Salt, continuing the uſe of thoſe, till all 
the Preternatural: heat be gone, the Obftru- 
tions opened, or Gravel ceaſeth to come 
away. 

Thus I have in as brief a manner asI could, 
ſet down my Experiences of the internal ufe 
of this Medicine, wherein } am not Conſcious 
to my felf,thart I havein any thing commend- 
ed it beyond its juſt merir. I fhall in rhenext 
place add formewhat concerning its external 
Vertues and Uſe ; ro which by way of Con- 
cluſion and Confirmation, I ſhall ſubjoyn the 
Obſervations of ſame learned and skilful 
Phyſicians concerning its Vertues, which 
they have been ſo kind to Communicate: to 
me for the publick Good. 


Of the External uſe of Sal Solutivum. 


This Salt hath its peculiar Excellencies in 
Chyrurgery, as well as in Phylick; it pre- 
fently ſtops bleeding; cures an ordinary 
Wound

Wound, whether inciſed or contuſed, at one 
ſingle dreſſing, bur if the Wound be large and 
lacerated (provided ic be timely and duly 
applyed) at two or three dreſſings, as Imy 


ſelf have divers times ſeen. Ir rakes away 


all Inflammation and pain from the Wound. 
in half an hours time, never ſufferiog it ro 
come to Suppuration, but cures it by the firſt 
Intention. There are thr-e ways of prepa- 
ring it, to apply it to Wounds. 

The firſt is to take ſome of the Chrytalline 
Salt in the Summer time, and rerkeey', it thin 
in 4 broad Glaſs diſh, or Earthen one glazed, 
and expoſe it to the Sun all day, ſtirring it 
now and then, and covering it with a clean 
Paper, to keep any duſt from falling into ir, 
and in a few days 'you will have it come to 
a Powder like tine Flower, when it is brought 
to this ſtate, I believe ir will perform all 
things which are rightly aſcribed ro the Sym- 
pathetick powder ; but this I leave and re- 
commend to the Tryal of the ingenious; ' a» 
mong which, if any ſhall be ſo generous to 
Communicate to me any effects of this Sale, 
which may be of further uſe to the publick, 
they ſhall be chankfully received, and again 
improved to that end. The Second way is to 
put ſome of che Salt into double Paperft, about 
half an Ounce or leſs in a paper, and wear 
it ſome time in the Pocker, that the warmth 
of the Body may ſupply the place of the Suns 
hear, and in like manner bring it to an im- 
palpable powder, and chis may be done in the 
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Winter-time without attendance or trouble. 
The third way 1s to diflolve four Ounces of 
the Salt in a Quart of warm water, pur in- 
to a Bottle and ſhaking it till it is all diffolved, 
and keeping it cloſe ſtopt for uſe. The firſt 
way it is moſt powerful, the laſt, of the leaſt 
Efficacy, but either way will well ſerve. 

For a ſmall und or Hurt take a little of 
the powder of the firſt or ſecond Preparati- 
on, and lay it upon the Wound pretty thick, 
and bind it on clofe, ſo that no Air may come 
in,and let it continue on till "ris healed, which 
will quickly be, but ir 15 convenient to let it 
remain oi for two or three days, that it may 
be confirmed. If at any time when you take 
off che dr« fſing, you find in a Cut that it is not 
ſufficiently conſolidated, or 1n a Brui/e,that all 
tneSoreneſs and Blackneſs 1s not gone, preſent- 
ly apply a little more of the Medicine, and 
letitlye till che Hurt is quice well. But if you 
have not the powd'r- of the firſt or ſecond 
Preparation, then take a pledget of Lint or 
fine Tow, or a fine linnen Rag three or four 
times double,which ler be weil and throughly 
wetred with the water of the third Prepara- 
tion, and apply that to the Hurt as the 0- 
cher, which once in twelve hours or oftner, 
if need be, you may moiſten all over with 
ſome of the ſame water, without opening it 
if tie Wound tbe large. Where the Wound 
8 large or lacerared, firſt letit be clean waſh- 
ed with warm Urine, ſo that it may be freed 
from Dirt or other extraneous Matter, _ 
take 


take ſuch a quantity of the powder, as you 
think neceſſary well to cover the Wound, 
and mix it with ſo much of the White of an 
Egg (fi-ſt well beat till ic be thin) as will 
make it into the Conſiſtency of a pretty thin 
Liniment, which ſpread upon fine Tow, or 
fine Linnen, and apply it to the Wound with 
convenient Bandage, letting it remain two 
or three days before you ' open it, except 
in that time you find any conſiderable pain, 
which if you do, it is a Sign that the Air 
hath acceſs to the Wound, and then open it 
and preſently apply a freſh dreſling,. as cloſe 
as poſſibly you' can. -Note, that if there be 
in the Wound ſuch torn ragged Fleſh, that 
hath taken Air, and,you judge uncapable of 
Conglutination, take it off with your Scitlers 
before you apply the dreſſing. If you have 
not the powder, then uſe the water as above 
directed. The powder will anſwer all the 
Intentions of cure in an Ampuration, being 
duly applyed with good Bandage. 

Ir cures Reptures 1n Children, if the Rup- 
eure be firſt put up, and then the powder 
mixt with. the White of an Egg (as for a 
Wound) and applycd to the Scroturm or Ne- 
wel (as the Ruprure is) with convenient Ban- 
+ dage, and renewed every fourth day, and the 
Salr daily taken inwardly diflolved in a De- 
coction of Comfry-Roots, ſo much as may 
juſt keep the Betly looſe, bur nor purge ; for 
the ſtraining of the Abdominal Muſcles in go- 
ing to Stool is a great hinderance to the Ag- 
glut:nating 
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glutinating of Ruprurcs. Suppoſe the Child 
be two or three years of Apr., diſſolve half an 
Ounce of the Salt in a pint of the DecoQtion, 
and give the Child three Spoonfuls of ir 
Night and Morning, renewing the DecoCtis 
on and Salt againſt that is done, and conti- 
nue che Courſe for ſix weeks, and by Gods 
bleſſing the ure will be effeted. If the 
Child be younger two Spoontuls may be e- 
nough, if elder, you muſt give it more accor- 
ding to the Rules before given, varied with 
Diſcretion. | 

Te alſo effefts the fame in Frafures of Bones, 
being wed in the ſame manner, both inward- 
ly and. outwardly, for it powerfully aſſiſteth 
Nature, in forming the Callous, and alſo pre- 
venteth Fevers, which fiot ſeldom happen 
upon thoſe Accidents. 

Half a Grain or a Grain at a time, of the 
Powder may be blown up into the Noſtrils 
daily Night and Morning, to ſerve as an Er- 
r-ime or ſneezing Medicine, for it pleaſantly 
and copiouſly evacuaterh ſuperfluous. Mot- 
ſture, by which it cureth Catarrhs, it being al- 
ſo taken inwardly every other day for ſome 
time, in ſuch a quanticy as may give three or 
four Stoo's, which is ordinarily done with 
half an Ounce. It gives preſent eaſe im the 
Toothach, about a Dram of the powder be- 
ing tied up in a fine Rag, and applyd to the 
pained Tooth; but this 1s to be underſtood 
when the To»rhach proceeds from a ſhafp Hu- 


mour, irritating the Nerves which are _ 
rc 
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ted into their Roots, but not of the pain of 4 
hollow orrotten Tooth,excepting thar in choſs 
it may give ſome ſhorteaſle : bur it is neceſſary 
beſides to purge two or three times with the 
full Doſe of the Salt, ro dulcifie and carry off 
the ſharpneſs which cauſeth the Pain. 

I could here ſer down many more Uſes of 
this benign Salt; but becauſe they are not 
preciſely uſeful to a Phyſician or Chirargeon, 
I ſhall leave chem to ſome other opporcuni- 
ty, till I ſee what Reception the things I have 
already publiſhed concerning it, will meet 
with, and ſubjoyn the following Accounts 
which I have received. of ic from others.

There is one Diſtemper, which ic ſeems 
was Very rare in Galen's days, and which he 
relatcs only twice to have ſeen, tho' then ar- 
rived at avery great Age, wits. a Dyabetes ;

Have much to ſay in the Cn— 
of Sel Solutivum in general, but eſpecidlly 

on its tranſcendent Effects (by the Blefling of 
the Almighty) on two late Patients of mine; 
the one in a putrid Fever, occaſioned by a 
Surfeit ; the other of an Athletick habit of 
Body, being 4/#bmatick, and afflicted with a 
painful 7amour 1N Ano. 
The firſt of theſe Patiecits had been under 
the hands of two other Phyſicians, for ſeven 
or eight days,who after they had skinn'd him 
alive left him to combat with Death, as im- 
poſlible to be cured. The method they took 
was this, firſt they preſcribed him a Sudori- 
fick, orderingthe Sweat to be promoted for 
ſeveral - hours, the ſame Evening they gave 
bim a Clyſter, the ſecond day another Cly- 
ſter, the third day another, alter which they 
opened a Vein in bis Arm, not omitting Cor- 
dls, Nighr draughts, &-c. After his ſecond 
Clyſter he tell into gripings of che Bowels, 
then they followed him with more appro- 
ou Clyſters, and other Medicines inward- 
y adhibited for that purpoſe. Afﬀeer bleed- 
ing he fell delirious, even to a full Diftracti- 
on, to remedy which they bliſtered him in 
divers places, but all in vain, which they ſee- 
ing,put him under the Sentence of Death and 
ſo left him, In this condition he had remained 
ſevera

ſeveral days when I was ſent for to him. When 
I came, I greatly blamed the Phyſicians to 
their Faces, for that they judging his Diſeaſe 
to ariſe from aSurfeir, had not in the firſt 
place diſcharged the Y:i/cera of Concottion, 
and not to have drawn the Crudities by Cly- 
ſters into the Guts, and then for their imper- 
tinent and ill rimed Sweating of him, but a- 
bove all for their bleeding him, which toon 
ſucke in the Defilements of a corrupted Chyle 
into the Veins, and put the whole Maſs of 
Blood into a Ferment. They made little op- 
poſition to the Charge, and the ſole care of 
the Patient was put upon me. He was till 
in a diſtracted Condition, and his Eye-ſighr 
quite taken away, yet finding by his pulſe 
that he had ſtrengeh enough to bear the Sal- 
Solutivum, I gave him a Doſe, which in an 
hour gave him a motion to Stool, and within 
four hours gave him ſix Stools ro my great 
fatisfattion ; about the end of which time the 
Patient fell into a ſound and quiet Sleep, I then 
apain feelling his pulſe, told his Relations he 
would have no more ravingFits,which(praif®d 
be the Almighty) accordingly happened, nor 
did I beſides this Adminiſter any thing, but a 
little Cordial impregnated with your Elixir 
Proprietati« volatil to his full Recovery. 

Being juſt now ſent for to viſit a Patient, 
I have not time to write more, concerning 
thoſe two Cures aboveſaid, but the Perſons are 
now both in good Health.

An Abſtraft of anther Letter from the ſame 
Piyfician. 


S rouching the Virtue of Sai Selutivum, 
if I could fay no more in its Commen- 
dation, than what I havealready written you 
rouching the Caſe of the young man in a 
Fever with Diſtraction ; even that alone were 
worthy to Fe publiſhed for the general Ser- 
vice it might do in ſuch Caſes. Yet whether 
it might always have the ſame good effect is 
to be doubted, if he that Adminiſters it be 
ignorant of Natures Indications, and the true 
timeing of Medicines. For when I came firſt 
to the Patient,my deſign was to have admini- 
ftred a Doſe of your Arcanum Unverſale, by 
reaſon of his great complaint of his Head, 
bur finding him very weak, and that his Eye- 
ſight was almoſt loſt, by reaſon of the vio- 
lence of his Fits, and hearing a croaking 
noiſe in the Inteſtines, I preſently changed 
my Intention, and inſtead of the Arcanum, 
gave a Doſe of Sal So/utivum, which had the 
bleſſed effect before written. Note that this 
was done on the 1 1th day of his Diſeaſe. 
The Salt had the like Succeſs in the Di- 
ſtemper of a young Woman, occaſioned from 
a fright by a Fall from her Horſe : In the 
firſt *place, ſhe was ſeized with Conwulſions 
and Hyſ/terick Paſſions, which returned three 
or four times every day for ſeveral days roge- 
ther ; with a continual pain about the Regis 
| , C on 
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on of her Spleen, but during the time of her 
Firs only a great pain in her Head. A Neigh- 
bouring Phyſicians advice was taken, who en- 
deavoured with pearl Cordials, Anti-Conwul- 
ſive and Hyſterick Remedies to appeaſe the 
fury of the Spirits, but without Succeſs ; for 
on the contrary the Fits came on with greater 
violence, and ſhe alſo in the interſpace grew 
gradually ſoMelancholy,till at laſt ſhe became 
as dumb to almoſt all Diſcourſe. I being ſent 
for, after Enquiry into the Nature of her Diſ- 
caſe, and the Remedies which had been Ad- 
miniſtred ; I found that ſhe had a Suppreſli- 
on of her enſes for ſome Months before ; ſhe 
alſo being of a Sanguine Complexion : But 
ſoon after I came, perceiving one of her Fits 
a coming, I gave her thirty drops of your 

Elixir Epulepticums, which no ſooner was warm 
in her Stomach, but the Fit gradually remit- 
ted, and thereupon her Fits of both forts 
wholly ceaſed ; but the pain of her Spleen, 
obſtruction of the Womb, and the abounding 
of Mclanchely remained, neither had ſhe 
the benefit of -Stools as uſual. I conſidering 
it was near the prime of the Moon, adviſed 
a Clyſter for that Evening, and the next 
Morning ſix Drams of Sal Solutivum. And 
whereas ſhe was before confin'd to her Bed, 
lying with, a Melancholy Eye fixt upon the 
Wall, Iordered her to riſe, and to be im- 
ploy'd in ſome Houſhold bulineſs, or to walk 
with a Companion in the Fields, which ſhe 
accordingly did. The third day after, coming 
again 
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again to ſee her, and enquiring of the Ope- 
ration of her Phylick, I was inform'd, that the 
Salt had given her two or three Vomits , 

(which way of working is unuſual with | it) q 
with ſeveral Stools, and yeſterday (faid her 
Mother) her Terms came down in abun- 
dance, more than ever ſhe had at oncein her 
lite, and ſtill flow ; and the continual pain in 
her Side is abaced. Notwithſtanding things 
promiſed ſo well, I adviſed her to take 
two or three Doſes more of the Salt, (as 
knowing it an Efficacious Medicine both for 
the Spleen and Womb, and alſo in Melan- 
choly Caſes) and alſo preſcribed her a ſmall 
Cordial of Cephalick, Splenetick and Cardiack 
waters, with an Addition of one Dram of 
your Elixir Proprietatzs Volatile. I ordered a 
Doſe of the Salt every other Morning, and 
the Cordial four or five times a day on the 
incermitting days. And ſo by the bleſling of 
God by the uſe of thefe only, ſhe was in a 
ſhort time reſtored to perfe&t Health. The 
Convulſive and Hyſterick Paſſions being occa- 
fioned by an /dea of Fear, were the more ex- 
cited from the defe&t of the Womb, which 
only being reſtored to its right Office by the 
Salt, and che pain of the Spleen renfoved, 

che Tdea gradually vaniſh'd,for which reaſons 


Ido attribute rhe Cure chiefly thereunto, be- 


lieving ſince, that Sal Solutrivum would have 
performed the Cure alone, if the drops had 
not been uſed. But for Diſeaſes of the Womb, 
I have obſerved it to be exrraordinarily Snc- 
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ceſsful, when given about the Change or Full 
of the Moon, whoſe influence upon that part 
's very remarkable. 

I have by me near forty Obſervations 
more of Cures (wherein Sal Solutivum hath 
been uſed) in ditterent Conſtitutions, Ferments 
and Diſcaſes,zs well complicate as Simple, but 
becauſe other Medicines have been uſed, to- 
vether with the Salr, I ſhall forbear to add 
any of them except you deſire it. But as to 
particulars let this following Account ſerve 
tor all ;. it being a Cure performed by it upon 
my own Body, and for the greatneſs of it 
dcſerves to be pur as a Frontiſpiece before the 
reſt : Take it thus. Ar firſt I had a ſmall 
pain for ſome hours, with a gentle Inflam- 
n:ation, which encreaſing after one day broke 
torch into Pimples, and ſome Puſtles near the 
Spina Dorſi on the right fide, with agradual 
and daily boring as with an Augur inwardly 
from that parc, until by the third day it had. 
reached in a ſtrait line, the right ſide of the 
Umbilicus : The Superficies of each pained 
part, I could have covered with a Crown 
piece. lconcluded theſe to be the Symptoms 
of an Impoſthumous or Ulcerous terment, to 
me almoſt equally dangerous ; for conſider- 
ing that my Stomach frequently abounded 
with a Scorbutick Acidity , I was apprehen- 
tive cf Danger, in promoting Maturation if 
Apoſthumous, and that the Acidities of the 
Scomach would be as vexatious to an Ulcer, 
if not in the firſt place «ltered. Under this 
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thoughtfulneſ, I call 'd ro mind the Natnre of 
Sal Solutivum, the which altho' T had often 
adminiſtred to others, yer had nnt taken four 
Doſes thereof my Self for divers vears: How- 
ever, becauſe of irs centle Solucive quality, 
and the rather for thar I knew by Experi- 
ence, that in a Saline Scorburtick habir it hath 
abated the falrneſs and ſhar pnelſs of the Lym 
pha, Therefore (God me to direfting) 1 re- 
ſolved forthwith, to rely upon the ſole uſe of 
Sal Solutiuum (at which time my Diſtemper 
had not exceeded four days) and preſently 
diſſolved a Doſe thereof in warm Poflet- 
drink being early in the Morning, which 
wrought very little, nor was my pains l:ilen- 
ed, but rather encreaſed for thar day. --Aft 
Evening therefore I ſwallowed four Pills of 
Species Univerſalzs, and the pain for that 
Night (the Pills having no Aftion) became 
almoſt intolerable. The next Morning 1 
took a larger Doſe of the Salr, and felr in its 
Operation ſome eaſe before Noon : The fame 
day at Evening I rook another Doſe, which 
after two or three Motions gave me tar grea- 
ter eaſe than the former, ſo that I reſted Pret- 
ty well that Night. "The next Morning I 
found more of Soreneſs and Tendernets rhan 
pain. Thus I continued to take the Salt e- 
very Morning and Night {except the firſt 
Night that I crook the Pills) tili my whole 
ſtock was ſpent, which was bur tive Dofes, 
which I made up lix by borrowing a Doſe of 
C 3 | One 


one of my Patients, to whom I had before 
preſcribed ſome Doſes of this Medicine, by 
which time all my pain was happily and to- 
tally removed, Firſt the pain near the Na- 
vil, gradually remitted inwardly as it encrea- 
ſed,and afterwards that near my Back. For 
the firſt three days my Excrements continued 
Foetid, Crude and Slimy , the fourth day the 
ordure became laudable enough, nor have I 
had ever ſince the leaſt Symtom of pain in 
thoſe parts. 

One thing worthy of Obſervation hap- 
pened in the curing of this Diſtemper by the 
Salt, which is, that it alſo met with another 
at that time altogether unthought of, which 
I hope it hath eradicatcd, I having been free 
from it ever fince :.It was a Teranus or Cramp, 
an old and frequent Concomitant of the 
Scurvy ; | either had it in my Fingers when 
writing,in my Throat when yawning, in my 
Thighs when ſtrerching them down in the 
Bed ; once in almoſt all the Muſculous parts 
of my Body, occaſioned by the taking of a 
Vomit many years ſince. When on Horlſe- 
back by turning my ſelf about, it would 
preſently ſeize either my Neck, Shoulders or 
Side, ſo frequent and troubleſome was it to 
me ; although by things inwardly taken, 
and outwardly appiyed, it would perhaps 
remit its rigour for a week or more at a time 
ſometimes, nevertheleſs it would at other 
| times within that Compaſs give me freſh = 
| ors 
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ſets.to my exceeding great trouble and pai : 
But now (bleſſed be che thrice glorious Name 
of God) I am freed from it with a Reftora- 
tion and renewing of my Health. 

One thing more worthy to be obſerved, 
which I had almoſt forgot, is this, I had 
long had a Carnors Tumor, occalioned ar 
the firſt as I ſuppoſe by a wreach or ſtrain of 
my Back, this continued ſometime after the 
beginning very painful, afrer that a ſmall Tu- 
bercle like a Wen ariſing from the Spine, near 
the upper Yeriebre of the Loyns on the lefc 
Side. Some Months after this, a ſtretching 
pain with a Tumeur, from that part reached 
ſtraightway the length of the Spleen, which 
gradually Tumify'd to the Magnitude of a 
Childs Arm, in a Pyramidal or Conical 
figure, whoſe lefſer end began from that Ti- 
bercle in the Back, and rhegreater part ſtretch- 
ing over the Spleen, ended in the Hypoconder 
of that ſide. This Tumour was ſome years 
ſince mitigated by the uſe of Aperitives and 
Emplaſtrum Nigrum , Neverthe:ets ic ſtill con- 
tinued paintul when I lay on that fide, be- 
ſides which ic would increaſe and decreaſc 
with the Moon : But fnce my taking the 
ſix Doſes of Sal Solutivum, no Symptom 
of that Nature hitherto appears, not any 
thing like a Tumour remains. The Cure of 
this, as allo of the Cramp, was indeed un- 
thought on by me then, whoſe trouble and 
pain wore inconſiderable ro that other con- 
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containd in the firſt part of this Account, 
but (by the bleſſing of the Almighty) 
all things wrought together for the benefit

and are of a weak habit of Body ; a young 
Maid who had a Tumour broak in the inter- 
coſtal Muſcles of her Breaſt, which I percei- 
ved by her complaint, and, by the pus that 
ſhe Cough't up, I cured, by giving her three 
Doſes of theſe Chryſtals ; they cleans'd, and 
heald the Ulcer, as I do believe ; for want of 
Appetite, I have given it to very many, and 
it always procured an Appetite to all, in two 
or three Doſes taking ; one remarkable Expe- 
riment of the Sal S$olutivum I had almoſt for- 
got, it is this: A Gentleman in Hantſbire 
had a Son about four years of Age, whoſe 
Face ſoon after his Birth was wholly encru- 
ſted over with a Scab, which continued not- 
withſtandng all the Phyſicians endeavours, 
and old Womens Medicines in the Country, 
till it was by me totally cleanſed by Sal Se- 
lutivum..

OU having acquainted me with a deſign 
you had to advance the Reputation of 
wholſome and Salutiferous Medicines, that 
they might be brought into more common 
uſe, in the ſtead of thoſe Crude and ill pre-

I made mention of ſome 
Sulphurs of Minerals and Afetals, prepared 
by me, which were adapted to the curing of 
radicated and ſtubborn Diſeaſes; and ſuch as 
are too Ideal or ſpiritual to ſubmit, or hear- 
ken

ken to Sal Solutivam, which are Medicines fo 
mall in Doſe, ſo eaſje to take, and ſo effeftu- 
al in their Operations, that I cannot but 
wonder no more uſe hath been made of them. 
Perhaps one reaſon may be, that I have not 
deſcribed their Vertues and Uſes particularly ; 
but having there ſaid ſomewhat of their Pre- 
paration, Vertues and Doſes in general, I had 
well hoped that it might have met with divers 
Phyſicians in this Nation, who ſo well under- 
ſtood ſuch Medicines, as to have been glad 
to know where they might have them for 
their uſe ; or at leaſt ſuch as upon the Credir 
of the higher Forms of Chymical Medicines, 
would have given them a fair Tryal.

Cinder ; the other part abiding ſtill with the 
refined Metal or Mineral, which is that which 
I call a Metalline or Mineral Sulphur, Denomi- 
nating itin particular,according to the Metal 
or Mineral, to which it is joyned, as the Sul- 
phur of Venus, Sulphur of Antimony,&c. This 
Sulphur I take to be the Agent or Fire of Na- 
ture, by which Metals are in their Mines firſt 
coagulated, then gradually and continually 
cotted and maturared, till by length of time 
they acquire a Metallick hardneſs, and Mal- 
leability, or elſe obtain the ultimate perfecti- 
on of Metals, which is purity and fixity, and 
then having no further need of this Sulphu- 
rous Agent it is Spontaneoufly ſeparated from 
them, as 1s manifeſt in the Oars of Goldand 
Silver (Gold eſpeciaily) thoſe Metals being 
ſometimes found in pure Bodies, their Agent 
" being totally ſeparated. 

That this Sulphurous Agent in part remains 
cloſely combin'd with the inferior Metals af- 
ter their ſmelting from their Oars, appears 
in the hard Metals as Mars and Yenwe by their 
being ſcorify'd in their Ignition, or by the 
Scales that tall froin them, when heat red 
hot and hammered upon an Anvil ; the ſame 
thing may be obſerved in the Flux of the ſoft 
Metals ; for if you melc Tin or Lead with 
ſuch a Fire as will keep it red hot, and when 
the Metal flows keep it continually ſtirring, 
in a ſhort time all the Metal will be reduced 
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to a Calx or Aſhes. Now if any one ſha 

think, that this Incineration of the Metal is 
to be attributed only to the power of the Fire, 
and not to its S«/phur, let him try if he can 
by any degree of Fire thus reduce Gold and 
Silver to a Calx, which want this external 
Sulphur, having laid it afide as a uſeleſs Gar- 
ment. If he ſhall reply, that as the Bodies 
of Gold and Silver being perfect, are nor al- 
tered by the Fire, ſo neither are they hurt by 
Swlphur (eſpecially Gold which is not at all 
diminiſhed by ſuffering a Cementation wich 
Szlphbur) and therefore it is not Sulphur in the 
inferior Metals, that reduceth them into 5co- 
71a or Aſhes, but the Action of the Fire which 
tranſpoſeth the parts, or altereth the Texcure 
of thoſe Metals, which are unfixt and imper- 
feft, and therefore want a ſtability to reſiſt che 
Power of the Fire. I anſwer, tis true, the 
perfeft Metals are not deſtroyed by Sulphur, 
but are againr free from it upon the Teft 
by Saturn, to which it preſently adheres, tur- 
ning it into Scoria, and leaving the Gold or 
Silver unaltered. But norwihfanding this, 
there is no Go/d/mith but will tell youro his 
trouble, how eager or brittle Su/phur will 
make Silver and Gold : And indeed fo brittle, 
that if upon Silver or Gold in Flux, Sulphur 
be multiply'd, the Metal may be beaten to { 
Powder in a Mortar, which 'is enovgh for 3 
my purpoſe, viz. to prove the Exiſtence of | 
a Sulphur in the inferior Metals, by its 
D 3 Power 
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dwer of ſcorifying or incinerating their Bo 
dies. Another way by which theſe Sulphurs 
are manifeſt is by their Flame, when the Me- 
tals are in a ſtrong Fire ; Copper emits a 
green Flame, Tin a purple-colour'd one, &c. 
Some of the ancient Philoſophers have 
called this univerſal Sulphurous Agent, D#- 
megorgon, or the God of the Earth, and at- 
tributed to it Health, Wealth, Honour, &c. 
and without doubt they wanted not their 
Reaſons for ſo doing : but ,my preſent pur- 
poſe being only to ſhew that this Terreſtrial 
Fire, as it adheres to Metals and Minerals 
affordsan excellent Medicine againſt Diſeaſes, 
I ſhall not enquire into its further Qualifica- 
tions. 

And although thoſe Sulpburs be neceſlary 
to the Metals, as a digeſting, marturating or 
ripening Agent, yet I think them not to be 
of the Eſſence of the Metal, to which they 
ſo cloſely adhere, bur to be highly endowed 
with Vertues for curing Diſeaſes; having be- 
ſides their common Power of warming and 
enlightening , received ſpecial Gifts and Dig- 
nitigs from the 4ſftrums of thoſe Metals with 
which they are con-coagulated : for if the ex- 
ternal Sul/phurs were Ellential to the Metallick 
form as the Internal are, then they could not 
be ſeparated from the Metal nor any part of 


| them, but the Metal would be deſtroyed, 


pur I have divers times ſeen the contrary, 
whence I conclude, that they are not ny 
ae tia 
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tial to the Metal. For I have ſometimes by 
Calcination with Niter, ſometimes by other 
Salts ſeparated much of the 5:/phur from Tin ; 
$ afterwards I have reduced the Tin again to 
a Body (although it be ſomewhat difficulr,by 
reaſon of the Action of the burning Sulphur ) 
and have found it fo far from being deſtroy- 
ed, that ic hath been much mended both in 
the Colour, Hardneſs, and Sound ; in which 
it hath in ſome degree emulated Silver, I 
have alſo by the help of a certain Menſtruum 
known to me, ſeparated the Sulphur from 
Copper, but the form of the Capper was not 
deſtroyed but meliorated, the Metal being 
more Ductile and of a greater Splendour 
than it was before, and it the Men/truum be 
divers times repeated upon the Ca/x, till all 
the external S«/phur be ſeparated, and the 
Calx then again reduced to a Metal, that Me- 
tal will be white,hard,and ductile like Silver, 
but yet formally diſtin from Silver as wan- 
ting 2 due Fixity : Neither can thoſe Sulphurs 
when thys ſeparated, by any Art be reduced 
per ſe into a Metal : Hence I conclude, that 
chey have other Ends and Appointments 
from the great Creator, than what are limi- 
ted to the Metals ; to wit, to cure the Diſea- 
fes of humane Bodies. This opinion of mine 
is confirmed by the excellent Helmont, de Li- 
thiaſi, Cap. 8.Y. 8. ſpeaking of the Sulphur of 
Venus, where he hath theſe Words : Cum 
Sulphur ud externum, quale © Cupro trabitur, 
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ns [it Neceſſarium Metallo perfefto ; Cupro aur 
rem iftud Sulphur, fit a Deo inditum, ergo ne- 
ceſſe eſt iſtud Sulphur habere ſuos fines ad Ne- 
ceſſitares hominis ingrati condacentes, pro infir- 
muatibrs ſcilicet humans, ſupra emnem Metalli- 
ce perſctt;onss dignitatem. 
* Seeing that the external Sulphur (ſuch 
as is drawn from Copper) 1s not ne- 
** cellary to a perfet Metal; bur is joyned 
** to the Cupper by God, therefore that Sul- 
** phur muſt neceflarily have its own Ends, 
** conducing to the neceſlities of ungrateful 
* Man,to wit,for his Diſeaſes and Infirmities, 
** above all Dignity of the Merallick perfettion. 
And this is not only true of the Su/phur 
of Yenzs, and the other inferior Metals, that 
God hath appointed them for Medicine, but 
of Minerals alſo, even from common Sulphur, 
to the Sulphur of the Ele#rum Minerale im- 
maturum or Lili of Paracelſus, which are the 
higheſt and loweſt Boundaries of the Dig- 
nity of mineral Sulphurs,- notwithſtanding 
which thoſe Sulphurs differ greatly among 
themſelves in their Dignity and Power: for 
the Sulphur of Antimony exceeds the Com- 
mon Sulphur in light and vertue, as far] as 
Nature in their firſt Generation hath 
more highly ſtated, and nobilitated the for- 
mer than the latter ; the difference being the 
ſame as between a raw and a roaſted piece 
of meat for the nouriſhing of our Bodies. For 
although the Sulphur of Anrimony, be as well 
* __ de Volatile 
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Volatile and Combuſtible as the Common Sul- 
phur, and ſo no difference between themas to 
their fixity and maturity ; yet ſuch a diffe- 
rence there is in their Vertue, that the Sul- 
phur of Antimeny as ſoon as it is ſeparated 
from its mercurial Body, being given to the 
Patient without any further Ns is 
of much quicker and powerfuller Operation 
than the Common Sulphur, although often fub- 
limed ; which proceederh from no ather, bue 
its inbred Excellency wherewith it hath been 
endowed by Nature : fo alſo the Sulphur of 
Venus hath a greater Vertue than that of As- 
timony, and that of the Elefirum Mimerale 
immaturum hath a Power and Vertue mare 
eminent than any of the reſt. For as the 
Almighty God in the beginning, created all 
the Stars of one Matter and Subſtance, 4. e. 
of a ſubtile Fiery light, and yet made one 
more glorious, powerful and ſplendid than 
another ; even ſo hath he done with the Me- 
callick and mineral Sulphurs, which he hath 
alſo created of one Subſtance, wiz. of a groſs 
and earthy thick Fiery lighr, but yer withal 
hath framed che one more glorious and more 
vertyous than the other, attributing to each 
" its particular Glory, which it cannot exceed, 
though prepared and perfected as much as is 
poſſible by Art; infomuch that no Sulphur 
can take more Vertue than the Creator hath 
endowed it with in its firſt Formation : and 
as you ſee that one Star exceedeth another in 

Beauty 
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Beauty and Splendour, fo likewiſe one Sul- 
phur ſurpaſſeth another in its Vertue and 
Energy of healing. 

Now as you ſee that among the Stars the 
moſt glorious is the Sun, which greatly ſur- 
paſſeth all the reſt in Light Vertue,and Splen- 
dour, being the Root, Source and heart of the 
Stars, whence they all did flow, and is as 
their Father in regard of their Original, and 
their King in reſpe&t of its great Pre-emi- 
nence in'Splendour : even ſo the Metals and 
Minerals alſo have their King and Father, 
which ſurpaſſerh them all, and therefore is 
by Paracelſaus, and Helmont, called Ele&rum 
Minerale immaturum, Metallus Primus, Metal- 
lus Maſculus, which ſignifieth the firſt, or the 
Father ofthe Metals ; and fo of right may be 
called the King of the mineral Kingdom, in 
regard that this proceedeth from it : even as 
a Tree ſpringeth from its Root ; for which 
yeaſon Hel-zont ſets down this heavenly Tin- 
ture, in the Front of his Catalogue of the 
Arcanums of Paracelſws,calling it Eſſentia Mem- 
brorum, becauſe that nothing: doth fo com- 
pleatly ſtrengthen all the Members as this 
Royal TinCture, when brought unto its per- 
feftion. 

From what hath been ſaid, we may Col- 
let, 1. That Mineral Sulphurs are Subjects 
endowed by rhe Almighty,with great Vertue 
in the curing of Diſeaſes. 2. That this Ver- 
rue is environed, and kept from us by a Ma- 
lignant 
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lignant virulency, ſo that none of them can 
be of Medicinal uſe to us without a due Pre- 
paration, their inward Light and Vertue, be- 
ing guarded by a virulent Poyſon, like the 
paradilical Tree of Life by a flaming Sword. 
3. That this Exorick virulency being remov- 
ed,and the Sulphurs perfected,they cure Diſ- 
ſeaſes ad Modum Radiz, without being dimi- 
niſhed either in Subſtance or Weight, but paſs 
through the ſeveral Digeſtions of the Body 
unaltered in their quantity, and unchanged 
in their Celeſtial Power and Vertue. 4. Thar 
thoſe great Powers and Vertues have their 
Riſe from the inviſible heavenly SubKance 
of the Sulphurs, having their Root nearer to 
the interior heavenly World, than all other 
viſible, rangible and corruptible things, and 
therefore nearer to the Divine Goodneſs, as 
thoſe words of Helmont intimate. Adeoque 
teſtantur ejuſmodi Arcana, ſe infinite bonitati 
Uh th GC. 

Now as thoſe prepared .Sulphurs act 
efficiently, ad Modum Luminis in Archeum, 
ſtriking at the very Ideas of Diſeaſes, ſo they 
induce and enable the Archews, or Vital 
Spirit to perform its own Acts, and do Inſtru- 
mentally warm, digeſt, concoct, reſolve, tran- 
ſpire, dulcifie, &c. whence the material cauſe 
of Diſeaſes, or diſeaſy Matter, in which the 
Idea aQts,: is gradually altered and ſeparated, 
by the daily taking of theſe Sulphurs for a 
due time ; whence the Palſy, Epilepſy, Conwul- 
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fron, Conſumption, Aſthma, Dropſy, Leproſy, Gout, 
and other grievous Diſeaſes may be eradicated. 
And to this purpoſe any of the mineral or me- 
talline Sulphurs may be uſed, provided they 
are duly prepared, for we are not obliged to 
ſeek ſuch a Sulphur in Gold, nor is there a 
neceſſity of uſing that of the other hard Me- 
tals, (although they well recompence the La- 
bour and Charge of extrafting and preparing) 
bur our merciful Creator hath beenvery boun- 
tiful in giving us great Variety of Subjetts, 
from which this Sulphur may be gotten be- 
fides the Mecals, as Common Sulphur, Vitriol, 
Laps Hematitts, Lapis Calaminars, Antimony, 
Zink, Native Cinabar, Magneſia, &c. Bur 
with this difference, that the one excells the 
other in its degree of Vertue as I have ſhew- 
ed above ; asalſo that ſome of them are Speci- 
fically potent in ſome Diſeaſes, as the Sul- 
phur of Vitriol in Epilepfies, that of Antimony 
in Diſcaſcs of the Paps and Womb, as Im- 
poſthumations, U!cers, Cancers, &c. in thoſe 
parts ; the Sulphur of Mars in the Dropſie 
and Green-ſickneſs, the Sulphur of Tupiter 
11 the Aſthma, and Conſumption , that of 
i-enus in the Scropbula anduDiabetes, GC. 

Now theſe Mineral Sulphurs, ſhew forth 
their Vertues in healing moreor leſs eminent- 
ly, according ro the degree of their Prepa- 
r:tion, by which they more or leſs approach 
their ultimate perfection : theſe Degrees of 


Preparation, I conſider under three ſeveral 
Ranks 
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Ranks or Claſſes. The firſt of theſe contains 
the Sulphurs ſeparated from their Bodies, o- 
pened and unlocked, Volatile and Inflama- 
ble, digeſted, corrected, and ſpoyled of thejr 
mineral Malignancy, and made ſafe and ef- 
feftual Remedies for the curing of Diſeaſes; 
whoſe Doſe is ſmall, being for thoſe of ripe 
years, but from two to four Grains, or fix at 
the higheſt, and pleaſant in Operation, work- 
ing for the moſt part by gentle breathing 
Sweats, or inſenſible Tranſpiration, never by 
Vomit, unleſs where Nature is prediſpoſed to 
that Evacuation by ſome indigeſted or offen- 
ſive Matter in the Ventricle ; but when Na- 
ture hath once made her intended Separation, 
they then cauſe Vomiting no more. In a- 
cute Diſeaſes, as Fevers, Fluxes,Pluriſies, Impoſt- + 
bumations, &c. they are to be taken a Grain 
or two every three or four hours in a ſpoon- 
ful of a ſuitable Vehicle, ſo Jong till the 
Diſeaſe is overcome, and ſigns of Recovery 
appear, and then orice or twice a day till 
perfect Reſtoration. In Chronick Diſtempers 
two Grains in the Morning faſting, and three 
or four Grains at Night going to Bed, in a 
Glaſs of Canary or Sherry ; but that which 
is elicited from the Common Sulphur, being leſs 
attive than the reſt, may be taken from ſux 
to twelve Grains. ' 

This appearance of the Sulphurs is in the 
form of a ſubtile tinging Powder, and thus 
prepared ; I conſtantly keep by me the o- 
' phur 
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phurs of Venus, Mars, and Antimony, and 
purpoſe to do the like by thoſe of Vitriol, Zink 
and native Cmaber, having at divers times 
heretofore prepared them all by the help of 


_ the ſame Alcabeſftick! Menſtraum : I call the 


Menſtruum Alcaheſtick, becauſe in many 
things it agrees wich the A4lcabeſt of Parace!- 
ſus and Helmont, but not inall the Properties 
which are attributed to that, wherefore I do 
not believe it to be the ſame ; but in ſepara- 
ting the Sulphurs from Minerals and Metals, 
and correcting their virulency it is equal to 
that, and to me much better, who am a 
Pofleſlor of this, but pretend not to that. 
This I thought neceſſary to mention in this 
place, to ſave my ſelf and others the trouble 


.of curious Queſtions. 


The ſecond Rank or Order of theſe Sul- 
phurs, is the Preparation of the firſt Order, 


| Philoſophically diſſolved and brought over 
| the Helm, in the form of an highly tinged 


red Oyl or Tintture, which is diffolvable in 


| Wine and other Liquors, but may be moſt 
| commodiouſly raken upon the point of a Knife 
| mixed with a little fine Sugar. "The Doſe is 
| from 1o to 20 Drops. In this form it is more 


penetrant, and its light much more diffuſive 


{ than in the former, and therefore much more 


prevalent in the Cure of Chronick and fixt 
Diſeaſes, as the Epilepſy, Palſy, Aſthma, Pti- 


! ick, Dropſie, Gout, Rhumatiſm, and other per- 


tinacious Diſeaſes of the Genus-Nerveſum, and 
Viſcers. 
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Viſcers. N. B. That when the Sulphurs are 
brought to this form, Baſilizs calls them Ani- 
mea Metallorum, and Helmont, their Elemen- 
tum Ions. And thus far my Experience hath 
reached in the Preparation of theſe Sulphurs; 
and in this form alſo I intend (God willing) 
to prepare them and keep them by me, for 
the Aſſiſtance of ſuch Phyſicians as are mind- 
ed to uſe them. And here I cannot paſs by 
ſomewhat worthy of Note, which I have 
lately obſerved of the red Oyl, or Anime of 
Venus, which is, that a little of it mixed with 
ſome other convenient matter, and rubbed 
upon Rhumatick and other pains hath given 
preſent eaſe, and in two or three days hath 
quite removed them : and I am in great hopes 
that it will give caſe in the dolorous Gout, to 
ſuch a Degree that the Patient may conſtant- 
ly perſiſt in the uſe of ſuch inward Reme- 
dies as may remove the cauſe, of which ſort 
are the Sulphurs of which I am Diſcourſing. 
But of this I have not yet had an oppor- 
tunity to be made certain by Tryal. 

The third Order or Degree is, when the 
red Oyl or Anima of the ſecond Degree, is 
brought to a State of Incombuſtibility and 
Fixity, and then it is, and n& till then, 
that they have attained thoſe Superlative Ver- 
tues in healing, which Helmecnt attributes to 
them ; yet the loweſt of thoſe Orders is not 
without its eminent Vertues (compared with 
ordinary Medicines) in curing Diſeaſes. But 
the 
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the bringing the Sulphurs, or any of them, to 
this fixed and permanent State, which is their 
ultimate perfection, I do not pretend to have 
done, for it requires more time, and perhaps 
more Art than I am furniſhed with ro han- 
dle them, neither do I profeſs ro prepare the 
Sulphur, Ele&ri Mineralis immaturi five Me- 
talls Maſculi, concerning which Subjet, Men 
that have ventured to name it , I find have 
greatly differed. But among my Preparati- 
ons of mineral Sulphurs, I content my ſelf 
by way of Eminency or Preference, with my 
Aſtrum Minerale, whoſe Doſe is from three 
to ſixGrains in the firſt form above-men- 
tioned, and from ten to twenty Drops in the 
ſecond form. But as that is the moſt emi- 
nent in Vertue of the Sulphurs which I pre- 

are, ſo it alſo is the deareſt, being to be made 

ut in ſmall quantities with much labour and 
time: but my Species Univerſals, having all 
the Properties of the mineral Sulphurs, may 
ſerve I=/tar omnium, where they cannot be 
had ; the difference being only in the Doſe, 
which is much larger than that of the Sul- 
phurs,; and the Vertue ſomewhat leſs potent 
as being more extended. Alſo my Tintura 
AMeueallics, being a Solution of the more ſub- 
tile parts of Aerallick Sulphurs in Spirit of 
Wine, may be uſed in Diſeaſes of the Nerves, 
and all others ariſing from Congelation , in- 
ſtead of the Anime Metallorum of the ſecond 


form, and is ayery pleaſant and efficacious 
Medi 
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Medicine ; the Vertucs and Uſes of which;to-: 
gether with the Species Univerſalzs aredeſcrib'd 
at large, in the Appendix to my; Catalogue 
of Medicines, Printed Anno 1684, to which LI 
refer the Reader;whichDireCtions may alſo in- 
differently ſerve for the uſe of the mineral Sul- 
phurs, either in the formof Powder or Drops, 
by obſerving their Doſes above ſer down, and 
varying them in proportion with che Species 
and Tin{ure, But if it ſhall pleaſe God to 
rant me Life, and proſper my Labours and 
tudies; I hope I may hereafter be able to 
give ſuch an Account of ſome of the higher 
Arcana in Medicine, as may be profttable 
to the Miſeries of the Sick, and afford ſome 
ſatisfation to well-minded Phyſicians. 

I think it here convenient to- advertiſe 
that in Chronick Diſeaſes, where. the mineral 
Sulphurs are to be uſed, if the firſt paſlages 
of the Body be well cleanſed by the Sal So- 
lutivum, and the ObſtruCctions of the Vi/cera 
and Veſſels opened, the Sulphurs will much 
more readily diſplay their Vertues, and the 
time of the Cure will be ſhortened. 

I have ſpent many years in the ſearch of 
a ſafe, pleaſant, and effectyal Preparation of 
the vulgar Mercury, that might like the A4r- 
canum Corallinum, or Mercurius Diaphorst.- 
cus, of Paracelſss and Helmon; , cure 
the Pox, Cancer, Noli; me tangere, &c: and 
alrhough among the many Tryals I have 


made, I have obtained ſomewhat which 
| | E hath 
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hach done things notable, yet it hath not 
complearly atifwered the End of my Enqui- 
ries, Burt I have at length found out a mier- 
curial Medicine , which I hope will fully 

anſwer my longing ExpeCtation : It is ſweet 
in Taſte, and fixed, although not with a 
compleat Fixity ſo as to abide a very ſtroti 
Fire, for I have ſometime pleaſed my { 
with ſuch a fixed Mercury, as would abide 
the Fire of a Coppel iti form of a Powder, 
but I could obferve but lirtle effeft it had in 
Phyſick. This of which 1 am tiow ſpeakibg 
operates very genitly, ſometitties by Stools, 
and ſometimes by Sweats, and according to 
the Tryals I have yer had of it, doth nei- 
ther Vomit nor Salivare; as to its particular 
Vettues, Dvbfe, and manner of admihiſtring, if 
it ſhall after reiterated Expetiments compleat 
my Defires, E thall publiſh an Account there- 
of , togethef with my Balſamuin Peneris 
Anodynum above-mentioned, which is alſo 
now under Probation. And iti order to this, 
} make ir my requeſt to ſuch ingenious Phy- 
ſicians, as love the Propagation and Improve- 
rent of Medicine, that they would give 
thoſe rwo Metlicines a fair Tryal, ard mike 
ſuch reporr chertof to me, as they ſhall be 
four -co merit; by which nieatis I ſhatl be 
able ro furniſh the aid Account much ſooner 
and better rfiah my own ſingle Obſervations 
will enable nie co do, Blit I ſhall here fay 
nd thfre of them, leſt 1 tail 'undet the faths 
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reproof with him who Sold the Bears akin 
before he had killed the Bear.
